Arrest of Nelling and Ladd, Charged 


With Being the Slayers of 


Ada Atkinson, 


.Gory 
and Tell-Tale Garments Found 
Secreted Under the Former's 


House. 


Confession of One of the Prisoners 


iiff His Manacled Comrade 


With the Crime. 


The Atkinson Tragedy. 


AI.I.EOlil) CONFESSION" OF SELLISO. 
LAFAYETTE, Incl,, Oct. 15.—About one 


o'clock Sunday morniug Jacob Celling, tho 
'man who worked on the Atkinson farm, 
and Jacob Ladd, a young man who worked 
for Mrs. Johnson, ot Oxford, were nrrested 
by Detective Harris on a charge of murdering 
Ada Atkinson, and taken to Fowler and 
lodged in jail. 
The arrest was quietly 


made and tho men spirited away boforo' 
the 
people in 
the locality knew It. 


Selling was taken from the farm, and Ladd 
from Oxford. 
The finding of Nelling's 


bloody overalls precipitated the arrest. 
Selling has made a written statement to 
the effect that on the afternoon of the mur- 
der Ladd came to him in the orchard aud 
'suggested to him that Ada was now alone 
in the house and they had better go up and 
'outrage her. Ho refused to go and left, 
'going 
toward 
tho 
house, and 
when 


Lucy came home and commenced to scream 
]ie knew that Ada had been killed. This is 
the substance o£ his statement, except that 
lie took no active part in the crime. A pre- 
liminary examination will commence nt 
Fowler this morning, tho first witness to be 
examined 
being 
Nelliug. 
The 
ex- 


amination will be [conducted by law- 
yers 
ot 
this 
city' who 
have been 


engaged by Mr. Atkinson. Nelllng does 
Hot know that Ladd has been arrested aud 
wili no doubt teil a straight story- The 
next witness will bu Ladd, who is the young 
man heretofore mentioned as being near the 
Atkinson homestead the afternoon of the 
murder cutting wood, and who went to Oxford 
with but three qr four sticks, claiming ho 
was not able to cut more. Several witness- 
es testified before the Coroner that they 
smeUcd burning clothes on tho night of tho 
murder, coming apparently from tho houso 
where Ladd lived, which accounts for no 
bloody clothing being found.

The body was taken up, but was so 
much decomposed that the examination 
could not be made. The cuts In tho knotted 
handkerchief were examined, and Selling's 
knife was found to lit them exactly. Tho 
physicians are satisfied that the girl was 
struck on the temple and choked before 
any cutting was done. The underclothes o£ 
the girl have been found under the carpet 
In her room, and were marked with tho 
same cuts as appeared on the body. The 
men who havo had the case !n charge are 
confident that Kelllng will confess before 
twenty-four hours. Tho excitement in tOx- 
1'ord ami at Fowler is at fever heat, raid 
there is great fear that an attempt at lynch- 
ing will be made.

"Fruit being palatftblo onJ easily ob- 


tained, and less heat-producing than 
neat and bread, should bo largoly '-wed 
as a foci) in summer," *o says The Brit- 
ish Medical Journal. All the best med- 
ical authorities agree upon this state- 
ment. No one disputes that fruit is 
more easily obtained in the summer 
tlian in •thoVintor. Very few boys go 
out, in this climate, to rob -watermelon 
patches on Christmas eve. And the 
cases in which people take the cholera 
by loimgiuR aboiit in tho grass, eat, 
ing green apples in January are very 
rare. ' And' -wo all 
f ;i'ee that fruit 


should be nsod largely :is a food. 
Some 


people may prefer to uso it as a 
raiment, but this is not right. The 
banana is sometimes very successfully 
nsed as it roller skate, but this -use of 
that esculent is improper and forced. 
Tho onion may also bo diverted from 
its use as :i food und employed as ft 
•weapon of offense.

Fruit, tlio doctors tell us, may bo 


taken with a meal or upon an empty 
stomach. It has, they say, a gently 
irritating effect on tlie mucous mem- 
bvur.e of the stomach. A long limber 
hedge switch in the hands of tho mm 
-\vhb owns the orchard, has also been 
found to have a gently irritating effect 
upon the epidermis . of the back,: which 
has, in some instances, boon sensibly 
noticed through t\vo coats, a vest, a 
hickory shirt and an atlas back.

Which Brings Ont the Cause of 


the Wrecking of the Wild 
Freights in tho Hnnovei1 


Mnrsh. 


Ti .riraony of tlie Engineers und Con- 


rtuoior of tlie HJ-VateU Trains, 
Newton Bennett, ths engineer of the 


south bound train, was (irst sworn. He 
is a married man, about 30 years ot age, 
apparently, and lives at Bamboo, and has 
baen a locomotive engineer eight years. 
His story, told in a quick,positive-way.was 
substantially as follows: 


We left Baraboo lust Wednesday night 


with a wild train of IS cars, 17 loads and 
one empty. My fireman was o new man. 
I never saw him until he got on tho en- 
gine at Baraboo. Tho name ot tho con- 
ductsr was Daniel .Donahue. I left him 
at Footville unknown to mo. There were 
two brakesmen on tho tram, both named 
McDonald. The hind brakeman's name 
was Joe. I don't know what the head 
brakeman's narno was. Joo McDonald 
lives in Beloit, I believe, and I think tho 


minutes before I got my orders, aud then 
when I came out my caboose was going 
over the south switch, .about 40 rods 
away. I saw-thethmd brakesman shut- 
ting the switch and he-ran after the train 
to get on. I..hadn't seen either of the 
brakesmen from the time I went' m the 
office until then;.; I started-:'after the 
train, and hollered and tried to get a 
signal to them to stop, by raising and 
lowering my hand. . It was daylight and 
1 had left my.lantern.in the caboose. I 
didn't go a'great way's as I saw I couldn't 
do any good.' The hind brakesman had 
gone into tho caboose at the rear end. _ 
I told the brakernan not to let the tram 
go, that we -were held for orders, before L 
•went into the office, because there was no 
red light there, and the eugiueor didn't 
know there were orders there for .him.
